ENFORCEMENT. ~- 

W ASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—The determivation 
of the Republicans in Congress to force 
through a supplemental enforcement act 
was shown by a vote in the House to-day 
fixing upon Wednesday next for the passage 
of the bill, after allo¥ing but four hours’ 
debate thereon. The Democrats demanded 
a greater latitude for discussion, but were un- 
able to secure more time. The bill com- 
prises eighteen sections, but it may be briefly 
summed up as a measure masking the Federal 
election law of last session more strin- 
gent in most every respect by imposing 
penalties of finea and imprisoument regarding 
the registration of -voters, extending its ope- 
ration to all cities: whose population excueds 
20,000 inhabitants, provided two citizens shall 
apply to the Judge of the U. 8. Cireuit Court, 
in whore circuit the town or city may be lo- 
cated, that they desire the law to be 
enforced in sid place, and _ reguir- 
ing eaid court to provide for the 
appointment of Federal inspectors and super- 
visiors of elections to attend all registration 
of voters and elections for representatives or 
delegates in Congress, and to remain in ses- 
sion while the act w being enforced. To 
transact business under it elaborate powers 
are given to the inspectors to inspect at all 
times on the day of election the way the voting 
is done, and the way the register, tally books 
end lists are kept, and to scrutivize the count 
and canvass every ballot, whatever may 
be the indorsement on said ballot, or in 
whatever box it may be. placed, or 
f. urd, and to forward their repdrt to a chief 
supe: visor provided by this act foreach judi- 
cial district. Provieion is made for the United 
Staies Marshal and a number of deputies to 
}rotect and assist the inspectors, and to ar- 
rest without any wrrrant any once who 
interferes with the voting or 
registration under colcr of even 
State or municipal law, or who commits any 
of the offenses prescribed by this act. No 
person, however, is to be arrested without 
process for any offense not committed in the 
presence of the Marshal or deputies, 
or without proeess for offense com-. 
mitted on the day of registration, 
but all those who attempt to interfere in any 
way, under color Of State or municipal au- 
thority, shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
raeapor and punished by a fine of three thou- 
sand dollars and imprisoament of not more 
than two years, It ie further provided that 
whoever ehall, durisg the progress of 
any verification of any list of the 
persone who may have registered or voted, 
aud which shali be bad or made under any of 
the provisions of this act, refuse to answer or 
refralu from answering, or, answerivg, shall 
give false information in respect to any in- 
quiry lawfully made, such person is 
made liable to asrest and = imprison- 
ment, as for a misdemeanor. The Marshals 
are author'zed and required, in case of neces- 
sity, to call on the commanding officer of the 
nearest United States military or naval force 
to farnish forthwith @ sufficient portion of 
such military or paval force to enable the 
Marshal, or his deputies, to discharge their 
duties under this act and the old law, and it 
is made the duty of such commanding 
officer, upon such requsition, to 
obex it without delay, and forthwith 
to detail and employ the waval force of the 
United States. It is provided further that 
if an aggrieved citizen snes one of the officers 
uvder this act, the latter may transfer the 
case to the United States Circuit Court, and 
the judgment of a State Court in such a 
case shall be mull and void. Sections 
5 and 6 of the aet of last session to amend 
the naturalization laws and to punish crime, 
are repealed by this bill, though such repeal 
is not to affect pendirg suits. This bili will, 
of course, pass the House and probably the 
Senate. : 

THE NEWPORT BRIDGE.

NARROW-RAILROADS. 


A Thirty-inckh Gauge Railroad in Ohio. 


We clip the following articie from the last 
number of the Seientific American, taken by 
that — from the Chicago Railway Review: 

The Toledo Commerciat having stated that 
» Pique, St. Mary’s and Celina Railroad 
Company bad been incorporated on a capital 
basis of $400,000, to build between Piqua and 
Celina, through Miami, Shelby, Augiaize, and 
ercer counties, Ohio, about forty-four miles 
a Pique correspondent gives us the details of 
the scheme. 

The country along the line is very populous 
and preductive, and the question of an outiet 
by railway has long been agitated, But the 
Miami and Erie canal passes through it al- 
ready; and though inadequate to the wants of 
the country, there is scarcely warrant for the 
construction of an expensive road. Last 
winter the plen of a narrow epuge road, to 
ect, fully equipped, Iess than half a million 
of dollars, in place of one of the ordinary 
uge, costing a million and 4a 
alf, was diecussed. The design 
is identical with that of the Welsh railways, 
which have Leen so often describtd in en- 
ering journals of late. A road of this 
md, for transporiing coal—the only one in 
this country as yet—is already in operation 
between Akron and Missillon, Ovio. A sys- 
tem of ee railways is also project- 
ed from Toronto, Canada, as freders to the 
wide-gauge roads now centering there. We 
learn th&t parties interested in the proposed 
uffalo acd Springfield road are now exam- 
ining the Canada system, with a view 
to the adoption of the narrow gauge. 
The ansas and Denver Pacific 
companies also contemplate reachiug the 
mini: g regions pear Dever, and probably at 
po distant day penetrating the Great Moun- 
tain Parks, ard perhaps passing over the en- 
tire range, by the narrow-gauge roads, cost- 
itg only one-seventh as much as the present 
gauge, where the latter is practicable. In all 
these cases the data, showing the entire 
practicability of these roads, and giving the 
cost of construction and operation, are such 
as to reduce the prospects of auy such enter- 
prise to a certainty. 

To return to the Ohio road. The right of 
way is to be fifteen feet in piace of forty feer; 
tverty pounds instead o! fifty-six pounds iron 
will be required; the locomotives, weighidg 
six tons instead of thirty, will draw from ten 
to twenty loaded freight ca's, each, having a 
capacity of two and a half tons; ander 
frvight aid passenger ears alike 
(iLe lat.er seating twenty persons) 
iour- wheel trucks will be placed; the ties 
will.of course, be nearer than on the wide gauge 
while finally, on acccurt of the lightness of 
crr equipment, in comparison with capacity, 
end ofthe central position of the trucks, 
both higher gradients and sharper carves will 
be practicable, greatly reducing cost of exca- 
vation and other important items of construc- 
tion. In the present instance, the route pre- 
sents no engineering difficulties, Piqua,theace 
following the canal to rita; thence to 
Minster, Bremen and St. Mary’s, where it 
willleaye the canal and make Celina its 
Northern terminus.

time of her departure, There are 
no lines of reguiar and ordinary 
communication from San Dominge City or 
ary other port in San Domingo to ‘any place 
from which we could, since the | the 
Tennessee was due at her destination, have 
received telegraphic or other advices bere of 
ber arrival or non-arrival, No extraordinary 
mears of communication were ‘provided and 
none were likely to have been em loyed ex- 
cept in case of disaster, Since she crossed 
the gulf etream,probably about latitude thirty- 
eix degrees north, she would be outof the 
track of vessels bound to our ports, and that 
if her voyage was enccess'ul, we cannot 
-expect advices from her except acci- 
dentally until the return of the Tybee 
which makes only a regular line communica- 
tion, and which will be due in New York in 
about ten days. 

The Tennessee is a new ship of nearly three 
thousand tons burder, carefully and strongly 
built, larger than any sbipof our squadron 
cruising in the West, and is as staunch and 
eeaworthy at any ship in our navy. She was 
laurched since the close of the war, and was 
fourd perfectly seaworthy in a long and 
boisterous trip. She f commanded by care- 
fuland experienced officers, had a full com- 
plement of flicers and men, and is compiete- 
ly provisioned and equipped. She car- 
ries ten boats, amorg which is a large steam 
launch. We have beard of no bad weather 
ju the latitude where sbe would likely be, 
acd her route did not take her any such dis- 
tance from polite of our own coast agd the 
West Indies that, in case of serious accident, 
the survivors of any bat toe most extraordi- 
nary disas'er would not most likely have been 
heard from. The steamer Pybee licft New 
York on the Ist of February, eailing in the 
track of the Tenmessce, and at ber usual rate 
would have arrived at San Domingo on tue 
8th, and, in case of any disaster to the Ten- 
meassee on her way, or her non arrival at some 
port of the Dominican republic by that date, 
news would most likely bave been carried by 
o.e of our own cruisers or by the 
extraordinary means. which would in that 
case have only been employed to Jamaica, 
whence we might by this time have 
heard by telegraph. It seems to me 
that there is no greater cause of anxiety 
concerning the Tennessee than any other ship 
of our navy on the. .oceag§’ The absence of 
adviees is by no means evidence of disaster, 
but will be, henceforth and whtil finally de- 
termined by the regular means, each day a 
strong assurance of a sffe and successful voy- 
age. The suggestions of ber loss, made with- 
out information and» maintained without 
cause, are as weak as they are cruel.

MILLER’S OATR. 


Atone o’ciock the Senate, according to 
previous order, took @p the joint resolution 
prescribing the form: of oath to be taken by 
Mr. Miller, claiming the seat of Seuatoz from 
Georgia 

Mr. TRUMBULL, chairman of the Judi- 
ciary Committee, proceeded to show that 
Miller had reeeived seven more votes for 8en- 
ator tban his colleague, Mr. Hull, who had 
been admitted. Miller was not disqualified 
under the Fourteenth amecodment, and though 
a Democrat had received Republican votes 
amosg others that of the present contestant 
for the out, Mr. Farrow, when ruuning as 4 
candidate for the Georgia State Constitutional 
Convertion, He aseisted to frame phe cansti- 
tution of that State, and had advocaied its 
adoption by the people. 

Mr. EDMUNDs, iv opposition to the elaim 
of Mr. Miller, argued that the act of the Geor- 
gia Legislature in electing a Senator disquali- 
tied by-law was in deflance of and overr 
the law, and that Congress was bound, in sell- 
respect and to preserve ite integriiy of legis- 
lation, to resist these attempts. The neces- 
sity of this Was more apparent in view of thé 
fact that those for whom the clemency of Con- 
gress wes asked had, ag a class, secured their , 
election, because they have made war on the 
country. For one, he wouid never yote to 
qualify a mau for a seat in tue Senate who was 
weligible when clected. He held that an 
election under such circumsiances was void. 

Mr. THURMAN ioquired whether Senator 
Edmunda had not repeatedly voted for disa- 
bility bills upon the statement of members 
thet they were iptended to allow certain 
parties alieady elected to enter upon their 


offices. 

Mr. EDMUNDS admitted tbat he had been 
weak and fovlish enough to foliow the jead of 
his Democratic friend Thurman in making a 
man sp officer by law who was not entitled to 
the office to which he was elected, but he re- 
cogpized tue error and proposes to amend it. 
He was willisg to meet the South haif way. 
He would agree tWat the past should be for- 
gotten, but would not consent to ex,end grace 
to people amopg whom the men who stood 
by the Government*+were: not safe, and 
where the greatest recommendation to office 
was that tbe party bad imb:ued bis hands io 
the blood of bis fellow-citizens. Tne present 
case diflered only from tbat of Thomas, of 
Maryland, whom the Senate several years ago 
refused to admit becuuse of his pariicrpation 
in the rebeilion, in the fact thawMulier ad- 
mitted his voluntary participation. 

Mr. NYE inquired whether the resolution 
covered the case of Gov. Vancc, who had 
beev elected Senator from North Caroliaa. 

Mr. TRUMBULL replied thatit did not, 

but was specially confiued to the case of Mr. 
Miller. 
Mr CONKLIN delivered a long legal ar- 
gument toshow that Miller was objection- 
able in every element of the test oath legis- 
Jatiop, and in denial of the legality of his 
election 

Mr. CARPENTER held that the act of 
Congress of July, 1862, imposing the iroa- 
clad oath was, as to Miller, unconstitutional. 
Unitke Hill, Farrow and Whitely, claiming 
seate from Georgia, each of whom bad his 
disabilities removed, Miller had never helda 
federal office prior to the rebe'lion, but had 
Only served as surgeon to a rebel regiment. 
His offense, therefore, was simply treason 
without the aggravating crime of perjury. of 
tht term for which Millcr was elected ooly one 
month now remained. His offense came with- 
in range of the genera! pardon issued by Pres- 
ident Jobnson, in December, 1968, and had 
been entirely obliterated by act. 

Mr. HILL stated that Mr Miller was elected 
by the Georgia Legislature over more u- 
lar cardidates, among whom were two gallant 
generals, because he was not obnoxious to 
the Fourteenth amendment, and likely to be 
the most acceptable to Congress. He denied 
that the gentiemau’s success was due to his 
connection with the rebellion, as the tact of 
his profes: ional services in the rebel army was 
not generally known. The speaker cid not know 
it until very recently. Mr. Hill then defended 
himeelf from the tmputation upon his loyalty. 
During the debate, he exp"gined that 
his disabilities were removed “out his 
own knowledge, his name beisg inc. ided in 
the bill with many others that be did not 
know. He labored under disabilities, but 
considered his case similar to that of Thomas, 
of Md, because of his having done acts of 
kindness to his children in the rebel service, 
but never with any intention of assisti 
cause. His colleague (Mr. Miller) h 

esed secession, was among tie first to assist 
n the work of reconstruction, and could not 
have been elected unless by the Republican 
yore, 

At half-past four Mr. Kellogg moved to 
tuke up the gulf steamshiv subsidy bill. Lost 
—year 25, nays 31. 

Mr MORTON beld that the election of 
Mr. Miller was void, because he was ineligible 
at the time of election. It had been said dar- 
ing debate that the test gath bad been re- 
pealed, but was it repealed? The bill had 
pa:sed the Senate at the last session without 
tne knowledge of three members of that 
bedy, and it could not get one-third of the 
Senate to-day. Its passage through the House 
tad been procured upon a represeatation that 
it had received the unanimous approvat of the 
Senate. It wasnot too much to say that the 
repeal of the test oath was a fraud on the 
Senate. He did not sayit wasso intended, 
but in effect it was a fraud. 

Ma. SCOTT, whiie opposed to the policy 
intionted by te repeal, took grounds in favor 
of the ad ion of the present claimant. 

Mr. TRUMBULL, responiing to what he 
termed a singular charge of fraud on the Sen- 
ate, read from the Globe the report of the 
proceedings attending the passage of the test- 
oath repeal iuthe Senate, to show that the 
bill was read in fall upon his ( Trumull’s) re- 
quest; that he had also made remarks in re- 
gard to it, and that it had been passed regu- 
lariy and properiy. He expresaed surprise to 
hear such ram gp 

Mr. MORTON explained that he did not 
charge fraud upon the Senate, but that the 

assage of a bill of so much consequence in 

ust one minute, without ceneral notice, 
justified him in characterizing it as a fraud. 

Mr. TRUMBULL inquired whether Mr. 
Morton did pot suppose that the Judiciary 
Committee knew what the bill was. 

Mr. MORTON replied that he did not 
know how that was, but bad uoderstood that 
the bill had not received the sanction of a 
majority of that committee. ° 

Mr. TRUMBULL (ewphatically)—I under- 
take to say if the Senator heara avy such 
thing, he heard what was untrue. 

Mr. MORTON—I heard it from a member 
of the committee. 

Mr. TRUMBULL reiterated that the mem- 
ber making such a statement had asserted an 


untruth. 

Mr. THURMAN read from the Globe to 
show thst amoug other Sevators present when 
the repesl refe to passed were both the 
Senators from Iowa (Harian and Howell), the 
Sexator trom Vermont (Edmunds), the Seaa- 
tor from Wisconsin (Howe), and others, all 
ot whom allowed the bill to be put through, 
when asingle objection would have isid it 
over.

w GREAT WORK. 


How Obstructions are Being Remove 
trom the James River. | 
The Richmond Whig gives an interesting 
account of Professor lefert’s operations 
on James river. After describing the sensa- 
tion produced by the 
explosion under water, 
folowed by the upheaval of brokea 
» mud and stone, and resulted 
in the removal of two “‘cribs,” about two hun- 
dred yards distant from each other, it says: 
“The surface of the riyer in every direction 
was by this time cove with fragments of 
huge timbers, which for nearly ten 
years have obstructed navigation and 
perpetuated the energy a earnest- 
ness of our Confederate engineers. 
Where there were only three feet water 
before, there are now eighteen feet. There 
were originally twenty cribs placed in three 
rows across the channel; of these nineteen 
have been removed by f. Mailtefert, and 
only one remains, viz: that on which reste the 
wreek of the Confederate gunboat North- 
ampton. This, altbough not in the contract, 
will be removed at an early day. These cribs 
are pens 18 feet by 25 feet, aud are 28 feet deep. 
Their wooden frames, whith were safely se- 
cured by stropg,iron rods, were constructed 
oi timber 24 inches by 18 inches, and were 
filled with stone—the eetimate for each erib 
mg over 400 tons. It nsually requires four 
explosions to acrib,although yesterday three 
were found sufficient in one instance. These saf- 
fice pot only to break ap the wooden framework 
but to create four craters in the bottom of 
the river immediately at the angles of ‘‘the 
crib’ into which the stone 1 thrown by re- 
peated shocks, thereby preventing [t from 
becoming an obstruction in the channel. 
All of the floating timber 
debris ia removed to _ the 
puc as are sobbed 
are fished up and similarly ai 
addition to the obstractions named, Prof. 
Maillefert removed from the channel at

Francis L. Surrg, Esq., of Washing- 
ton, counsel for Mrs. Gen. Rosert E. Lez, 
has prepared an application to Congress, 
proposing to sell to the Government 
the Arlington estate. This property em- 
braces some eleven hundred acres of land, 
is valued at $100,000, and was during the 
wag bought by the Government at a tax 
sule for $982 07. The memoralin question 
comtains an elaborate argument, denying 
the constitutionality of the act of Congress 
under which the estate was sold, and the 
invalidity of the sale upon other grounds, 
resting on recent decisions of the 
Supreme Court of the United States. 
The owners of the estate are, however, 
unwiiling to take legal measures tor its 
recovery, avd it is to be hoped that Con- 
gréss will listen to the memorial and ac- 
cede to the truth of its logic. Donn Piatt 
was the authority for the statement that 
Mrs. LEE would be “shocked at the idea of 
removing the dead trom that populous 
grave-yard,” but this is no valid reason tor 
denying to its tormer owners proper com- 
pensatioa for the loss of Arlington. Grant. 
ing even that the course pursued by Gen. 
Lee was unlawiul, at least the legal right 
of his wife for a separate maintenance 
must be admitted, and the act of withhold- 
ing compensation in this instance, on ac- 
count of the course of the husband, is strik- 
ingly unjust. The deniai of Congress to 
grant such would be puerile, leaving en- 
turely out of the question its injustice.

The War Indemnity. 

T he correspondent of the London Times 
tells us that the war indemnity which un- 
fortunate France will be required to pay 
to her conquerors wild probably be ten 
milliards of traics, or about two thousand 
millions of dollars in gold. We sincerely 
hope that this is based upon a mistake, tor 
we cannot comprehend how that desolated 
country could possibly manage to get so 
large a sum, which is almost as great as 
the whole debt of France before the war. 
Ten thousand milliong of francs would 
give an annual interest of at least six hun- 
gied millions of francs, and six hundred 
millions of francs would cover all the ex- 
penses incurred in the maintenance of the 
large army of Prussia. However cruel 
and relentless Count BisMaRcK may be, he 
cannot possibly expect poor France, bro- 
ken dowa and bleeding trom every pore 
as she w, torob her citizens of all their 
wealth, in order to arm and equip a for- 
eign army that is intended mainly to sub- 
jugate and overawe them forever. 
The fields of France have been de- 
vastated, her cities destroyed, her manu- 
factures and commerce ruined. There is 
no money in the country, and in order to 
procure such an immense amount the 
French would have to go to toreign mar- 
kets and negotiate a loan, which under the 
present cycumstances could be negotiated 
only at most disastrous rates, and their 
bonds would hardly sell for half their tace. 
When we, moreover, consider the fearful 
losses incurred by the French themselves, 
which amount at least to just as much as the 
stated indemnity, the cost of the war foots 
up to an immense amount, and the futnre 
indebtedness of France would rise to so 
frightful a figure that no government or 
body of men would dare to impose so 
crushing a burden on their country. A 
payment of ten mulliards of trancs, that 
would have to be made within a few years, 
and procured by foreign loans at ruimous 
rates, would make the debt of France 
almost as large as the debts of England 
andthe United States added together, and 
the country would absolutely be unable to 
bear it. Such an immense indemnity will 
never be paid. 


Narrow Gauge. 

We received the other day a letter from 
L. D. Drpsxz, Esq., of Battle Creck, Mich- 
igan, President of the Peninsular Railway 
Company, requesting us to send him copies 
of the CouRIgR-JoURNAL containing the 
letters of Gen. Bortz on the sub- 
ject of narrow-gauge railroads. In 
bis letter he says: “In accord 
ance with their request, I addressed 
our Legislature on that subject, a few even- 
ings since, and have also drawn a bifl for 
the incorporation of companies for their 
construction, which is now passing that 
body.” 

While in Tennessee a few days, 4 
correspondent writes us that he found 
that the subject of narrow-gauge rail- 
roads bad elicited much attention and inter- 
est in that State, and that he heard favor- 
able opinions in regard to them from able 
engineers and practical] men. 

We publish: this morning an ac- 
count of the Piqua, St. Mary’s and 
Celina Railroad, in the State of Ohio, 
taken from the Scientific American. This 
road is a thirty-mch gauge railroad, forty- 
four miles long, through a rich and popu- 
jous country. 

Readers who are curious will! find 
the February number of the “Tech- 
nologist,” a scientific magazine, de- 
yoted to engineering, embellished with 
three handsome engravings, being different 
presentations of a narrow-gauge locomo- 
tive, built at the Rogers Locomotive Works, 
tor the Tongoy Railway of Chili, South 
America, That paper says:

 ‘snined. Hundreds of ingenious people 
live in comfort and support their families 
by the manufacture of valentines. In 
many casés these are so pretty and cle- 
gant that they may be considered a real 
“present.” What wonder, then, since the 
custom has been so much altered from its 
origina] intention, that rival manufacturers 
who produce pretty krick-knacks of all 
kinds should say: “If you are to send 
mere presents on Valentine’s Day why not 
give our wares a trial? A glove-box, a 
scent-bottle, a paper-kuife, so that a cupid 
be painted on it, would be quite as pretty 
as these elaborate specimens of embossed 
paper and far more useful.” The which 
Mr. GuoreE is not only prepared to aver, 
but, it conviction is produced, to satisty 
with actual examples. 

Our opinion is that Mr, GLoRzE is about 
nght; but with such matters we had rather 
pot meddle; we simply, iu the language of 
the great Lord Bacon, note the fact that of 
the valentine usage which lasted for cen- 
turies there isan’ end. The custom was 
that Epwin should send to ANGELINA 4 
lew love verses on the sly, taking elaborate 
precautions im a public way that she should 
not know trom whom they came and ex- 
cellent care ip private that there should be 
no mistake at all about the matter. That 
style of courtship has now changed into a 
practice of sending a particular kind of

Our remark, 
however, apphes only to the valentines of 
affeeiion, tor the valentin«s. of insult are 
quite a different matter. 

It is curious enough to thivk how the 
change in th® significance of valentines has 
come about in the whirligig of time. In- 
deed, the whale connection of St. VALEN- 
TINE with the passion of love is one of the 
absurdest things in eccfesiastical tradition. 
It there was any gne thingin the world 
which this unfortunate St. VALENTINE-~ 
bishop and martyr—more cardially detested 
than another it was precisely this love- 
making business and all that belonged to 
it. Our present St. Valentine’s Day has 
grown out of the old Roman Lupercalia of 
more than two thousand yearsago. JUNO 
aod Pan managed in some way to get com- 
mon possession of the same saint’s day ,as we 
should gall it; and the concurrence was ‘the 
more Whimsical sinct the prudish goddess 
must have “highly disapproved” of Pan’s 
sayings, and sti]l more of his doings. The 
Roman ladies who were cclebrating the day 
of Juno and the Roman gentlemen who 
had met together to honor the god Pan 
hit upon the bnght idea, of uniting their 
forces and performing the sacred rites 
together. Abouf the results, the less said 
the better; but they were so uncomfortable 
that in A. D. 496 Pope GELasivs began a 
crusade against the festival. Since he 
needed all the assistance that religion 
could give him, he cast about for a re- 
spectable saint to whom he could assign 
the day in perpetuity, eice JuNo and Pan, 
cashicred. He tound that some two hun- 
dred years before, on the 14th ot February, 
A. D, 270, VALENTINE, a bishop of eminent 
piety, had been crucified in the Forum, 
close to the nook in the Palatine Hill where 
the altar of PAN was originally placed, 
and where tradition affirmed that the sa- 
cred wolf bad suckled the tounders of 
Rome. Here was just what Pope GELA- 
situs wanted, and St. VALENTINE—bishop 

avd martyr—was promoted to the vacant 
office. During his lifetime, in all proba- 
bility, the good bishop would have regard- 
ed the passion of love from the same point 
of view as the sourest mysogenist. He 
would have ordered Epwin off at a mo- 
ment’s notice to some quiet nook 
in a distant desert, and told him 
to spend his days in _ sackcloth 
and ashes that he might purge the 
guilt of having. been partial to ANGE- 
LInA. To the young lady herself he would 
have said, “Cease to think of him, and get 
thee to a nunnery!”—or to whatever may 
have been the substitute for a nunnery in 
the third century. It might poison his 
beatitude throughout eternity, if he were 
permitted to know that his name is con-~ 
nected in the minds of men with the most 
absurd trivolities of the tender passion.

Southern Pacific Ra:troad. 

The reference in Congress by a two- 
thirds vote of the Southern Pacific railroad 
bill to the committee, with authority to 
report at pleasure, is understood to be 
equivalent to its success. Indeed, private 
infofmation received leaves no doubt of its 
prompt passage by the House, and that it 
will receive the sanction of the President. 
The bill is not as perfect as could have been 
desired, but the friends of the measure 
will accept it as it stands rather than 
encumber it with amendments and endan- 
ger its fate by returning it to the Senate, 
where it originated. As it is it will result 
in the speedy construction of the road on 
the thirty-second parallel, which is con- 
ceded to be the best route between the 
ocesos. There were ipdications that the 
Nortb, having obtained her road to the 
Pacific, would suddenly adopt the consti- 
tutional ecruples of the South in regard to 
government aid for such. enterprises 
and thus destroy the chances of the 
Southern Pacific; but a fairer spirit 
secms to haye prevailed, and searcely a 
. member of any prominence from the North, 
of cither party, opposed the measure. O! 
the Southern members, all but two sus- 
tained it. One of the members who op- 
posed it was General Lewis, of Kentucky. 
All the other members of our delegation 
seem to have concluded that if the policy 
of Government aid was wrong in the first 
instance, it would only increase the wrong 
to halt at this stage ot the game and refuse 
“the South any chance to participate in the 
benefits of ihe policy when she cannot oth. 
erw se be compensated tor_ its evil effects. 
This line of road, with its soft clumate and 
easy grades, must distance all competing 


occanic highway of commerce on this con- 
tinent, it must conter immense benefits on 
Kentucky and the South. 

The Quartermaster’s Report, 

We have received the Quartermaster- 
General’s annual report tothe Governor of 
Kentucky for the year ending January Ist, 
1871. It isa brief and clear statement ot 
an important branch of the official buai- 
ness of the State. We are glad to learn 
from it that durmg the past year nearly 
two hundred thousand dollars bave been 
collected from the Federal Govern- 
ment on account of war claims, a large 
poition of which was in payment in full 
for the Scott and Triplett guns, an item 


“lessly beyond recovery. The total of the 
claims of Kentucky upon the General 
Government was upwards of ‘three and a 
halt millions of dollarsynearly two and a 
half millions have already been paid, and 
the State would have received even more 
during the past year, but for the long and 
dangerous illness of the official at Wash- 
ington having the business in charge. 

As the last Congress repealéd the act of 
July, 1561, tor reiunding to the States ex- 
penses incurred in raising volunteers, and 


special legislation will be required to 
obtain payment of sums adjusted by the 
Treasury Department, extra exertions will 
be made to effect as complete a settlement 
of the claims as possible before that time. 

A very complete inventory of the prop- 
erty in the State arsenal is exhibited iu 
his report, ranging,-with accuracy, from 
one twelve-pounder brass field-piece down 
to two tin cups reported as worthless. The 
State is also the happy possessor of one 
thousand stand of needle-guns, of a light 
and improved pattern, which she proposes 
to distribute among the various wuilitary 
schools in her borders tor the use and 
instruction of the cadets.

Did the Emperor Know How It 


would be Himseit? 


M’MAHOK’S FOREBODINGS. 


LCerrespondence of the Pall Mal! Gazette.) 
Napoleos knew—at any rate, he had a very 
cont.dent expectation—tnat he would never 
see Parisagaiv. He had been urgedinto war 
by the Court, who constantly frightened him 
with the bugbear of the growth of the Re- 
oe party, which had shown itself so 
ormicudle at the time of the plebiscite. He 
pad been urged, on the other hand, by the 
people of Pari-, from whom,.after King William 
wad repeated vo Benedetti at Ems the celebra- 
ted word of Cambronne, the preservation of 
the Empire could be bought only at the price 
of eve gto their cnes of ‘a Berlin!” That 
Napoleon was quite prepared for a disaster is 
obvious not oniy from whet he was told, but 
from the preparations and the arrangements 
he made. From the wouthe of those who 
saw him every day, I heard that in the mopvth 
of July he caressed his son more than he had 
done in the whole of the child’s life. He is 
believed to haye takev bim to the army of the 
Rhine from a cread of being separated from 
bim ip aby great disaster. it was only when 
the command wes no longer in the Emperor's 
Hands that be gave up(so his friends deciared) 
the idea of carrying the cold with himeelf 
ut der actual fire. 
This is not the oaly proof, however, of the 
a Opinions as to the results of the 
igo he was then entering upo When 
ry uileries bad been invaded atter the proc- 
lamation of the Republic, the absence of many 
things known tokhave been there formerly 
showed what measures had been taken. The 
so-called — of the Crown bad al! been 
deposited ia Bank of France, but aot a single 
piece of jewelry vetongieg — to the 
aa go to be seen. he Empress was 
posed to have taken all away, but tl then thé 
Seer b san had also disappeared.
